The Difference. 


\Vc rend much about conditions in Germany, the scarcity 


of food there and Ihe scarcity 'of help to produce food owing to 
the fact that practically all pfrhe able-bodied men are in (he 
army, with nobody left to ti'lt Ihe soil bul the inlirm, the aged, 
the women and fhe children. A German general recently ap- 
pealed for the aid of (tie school children of fhe couniry. 
He 


spoke of the (low of Ihe masses of men to the western front 
and made it plain that every hand capable of toiling, no mat- 
ter how young, is needed in the work of producing food. 


And there is no reason to question the truth of what he says. 


Germany lias been at war for nearly four years, and there is 
({round for the belief that the war'has proved more of an un- 
dertaking than was anticipated. Germany' probably had no 
idea that the struggle would last as long as it has and (hat her 
resources would be reduced as they have been. -But the thing 
has gone on, one development has led to-another and Ger- 
many is now suffering as any .nation must suffer which puts 
all of its able-bodied men into; the army and leaves none at 
home to till the fields but the agetl, Ihe infirm, the women and 
the children. 
'- 


Germany might imagine that this country, too, is hard 


pressed by the war. It could point to the fact thai high school 
boys and college girls are enlisting for farm work, and could 
reason from this thai Ihere is tro.ublc and hardship here. Ml 
will be a wonder if German speakers and newspapers do.not 
do this, but it will avail them nothing. 
The conditions in 


Germany and thfs country are widely different. 


Germany has only her own people to take care of and is not 


able lo do that as it ought lo be done, or come anywhere near 
il. In this country it is not a question of merely taking care 
of our own people. If it were it would be a very easy mailer. 
The United States is not only feeding ils own people, but 
contributing largely (o the support of (he Allies, and it is for 
this reason (lint war gardening is engaged in and Ihe produc- 
tion of crops of all kinds pushed lo fhe utmost; it is for this 
reason that women, college girls and school boys are cheerfully 
lending a hand while so many of the men are at the front or 
on their way Ihere, while oilier armies arc in Ihe shipyards 
and arsenals preparing Ihe tools for the soldiers and sailors 
to work with. 


Men and women and boys and girls are working here as 


well as in Germany, but there is no comparison of the condi- 
tions in the two countries. 
Germany is reduced to extremes 


while Ihe United States is a land of plenty and to spare. Ger- 
man women and children are driven to the (ields by dire neces- 
sity while the workers in this country are well fed volunteers 
willing and eager to do their- part toward ridding the world of 
the intolerable curse of military despotism. 


Tliere can be but one end lo this measurement of strength. 


Thai will be the downfall of a power thai seeks lo dominate 
the world by force and a future in which flie nations of Ihe 
work!, large and small, may be free and independent.
